New Constitution, 


State’s Birth Two Y ears. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Sept. 17.—Arizona 
is not going to get Statehood at this 
séstion of Congress. That much has 
been settled. The delay, curiously 
enongh, will be charged up to the Demo- 
cratic majority in the Constitutional 
Convention, that is to meet here Oc- 
tober 1). 
It has been figured out already in this 
wise: The Democrats are pledged to 
stuff the initiative, referendum and re- 
call into the Constitution. The Con- 
grees that expires by limitation on 
March 4 next,’ is Republican and is op- 
posed to the innovations locally yearned 
‘ seems to be an ‘“insur- 
gent" wave that may return enough 
and near-Republicans to 
give a majority in the House of Repre- 
sentatives for the “isms” and fads that 
seem dear to the Arizona Democracy. 
Therefore, delay is advisable, even 
though through the lack of haste the 
“precious guerdon of Statehood,” cele- 
brated for years from Democratic plat- 
forms in the Southwest, be delayed in 
its presentation for a year or so to 


come. " 
TO GO THE LIMIT. . 

There can be no doubt that a simple, 
sensible and commendable Constitution 
could he framed within a month. But 
that is not in the deal. According to 
delegates from the south, the conven- 
tion is to remain in session for the 
sixty Jays for which its members are 
to draw salary. Maybe the members 
will sacrifice themselves and sit a bit, 
longer, withou: receipt of the §i-a-day 
stipend. But even sixty days would

By the enabling act Gov. Sloan is not 
permitted to set the ratification elec- 
tion date earlier than sixty Jays from 
the dav of adjournment, which would 
put the balloting on February 10. By 
the time the returns were in and can- 
vassed and the report of the result sent 
to Washington with the draft of the 
Constitution, it would be too late for 
Congress to take up the matter. 
So it is evident that Statehood will 
come not earlier than 1912, even with 
easy sailing ani with the approval of 
the Constitution by the President and 
Congress. If they don't approve it. 
gTeat will be the woe, for the whole 
Statehood camp whl have to be 
nandled again, both in Congress and in 
Arizona. And ‘r the meantime all the 
county officers will cheerfully hold on, 
instead of hustling in a November elec- 
tion for re@lection. It is an ill wind 
that blows nobudy good. The Consti 
tutional Conveniion wili be in session 
at the time of the Territorial fair, in 
early November, and the overworked 
members may then secure needed rest 
and recreation. 
ATTACK DELEGATE’S ELECTION. 
Not content with having all the 
membership save nine or ten, an at- 
tack is to be made by the Democracy 
upon the election of District Judge 
E. M. Doe as a delegate from Coconino 
county, which distinguished itself by 
electing two Republicans. The Federal 
statutes forbid the holding of a second 
political office by any one in enjoy- 
ment of over $2000 a year salary in 
the Federal service. Lawyers gener- 
ally have held, however, that member- 
ship In a Constitutional Convention is 
not a legal holding of an office, and 
Judge Doe himself was convinced on 
that point before he permitted the use 
of his name as a candidate. 
A sharp campaign is beginning al- 
ready over the presidency of the con- 
vention. The county dele- 
tes will present the name of Affred 
nklin, a young lawyer of distinc- 
tion, son of ex-Gov. B. J. Franklin. A 
strong candidate will be George W. 
P. Hunt of Globe, late President of the 
Territorial Council. Mayor Morris 
Goldwater is andther. He has served 
as President of the Council in the 
Twentieth Legisiature. Mulford Win- 
sor, former Territorial Historian and 
former chief clerk in the Legisiature, 
is a candidate from Yuma. Graham 
county has two candidates, W. T. 
Webb, once Speaker of the Assembly, 
and Lamar Cobb, a prominent Demo- 
cratic politician. But the day is an 
early one, and there may be more 
candidates tomorrow. 
Within this county the only bad 
slump from the Republicans was in 
the vity of Phoenix itself, which is 
normally Republican. The country 
districts produced even less than the 
normal Democratic plurality. One 
precinct, Agua Caliente, had much 
trouble in getting its votes counted, 
for its polling equipment and ballots 
were lost by the express company.
